THOSE WARRANTIES that accompany major household appliances and elec- 
tronic equipment represent a considerable item of expense to the companies 
that issue them At one time, General Motors allocated $5 of the selling 
price of Frigidaire refrigerators to cover the costs involved in making 
good on their "five-year protection plan." In a suit to recover excise 
taxes paid on such warranty funds, the U.S. Court of Claims ruled that the 
Frigidaire Division was entitled to a tax refund for the years 1937-44, on 
the company’s out-of-pocket expenditures in providing parts and services 
under the standard warranty Recently, however, the Court ruled on a later 
case involving subsequent warranty expenses from 1945-51 that no refunds 
were permissible, although the Court suggested that manufacturers should 
not be compelled to pay excise taxes on money received from sale of long- 
term "special—protection" warranties. The whole problem is probably too 
complex for consumers, but one thing is clear: Consumers should pay more 
attention to the terms of the warranties for the appliances they buy, since 


they will usually have paid for such protection.
